NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 22. — David W* Feme, * pilot 
who figured in District Attorney Jim Garrison’s investiga- 
tion of President John F. Kennedy’s assassination, was found 



dead in his bed Wednesday. 
Garrison said he had plan- 
ned to arrest Feme next 
week, 

Ferrie, once Interrogated as 
an alleged “getaway pilot 11 for 
a Presidential assassin, was dis- 
covered at 11 A. M. with a sheet 
pulled up to his chest. New 
Orleans authorities are in dis- 
agreement over the cause of 
death. 

CALLS IT SUICIDE 
Orleans parish coroner Dr. 
Nicholas J, Chetta said Feme 
died of a ruptured blood vessel 
at the base of the brain. Gar- 
rison called it an apparent sui- 
cide. 

This reporter may have been 
the last person to see him alive, 
during a four-hour conversa- 
tion that ended shortly before 4 
A, M. Wednesday, 

“A President,” he told me at 
one point m the ramblipg inter- 
view, “is not better than, any one 
else. If I were killed, I'd expect 
my death to be investigated 
just as thoroughly* 11 ^ 

It was almost as if he went 
back upstairs after I left to 
prove the point* 

NEW ORLEANS PLOT 
Garrison declared that his in- 
vestigators had intended to ar- 
rest Ferrie next week in the 
District Attorney's bigbly publi- 
cized investigation of the death 
of President Kennedy Garrison 
has asserted that Mr* Kennedy’s 
death in Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963,; 
was the product of a plot hatch- 
ed in New Orleans. 

Garrison called Ferrie “one of 
history’s most important indi- 
viduals? 1 

“Evidence developed by our 
office had long since confirmed 
that he was involved In events 
culminating in the assassination 
of President Kennedy,” the 
District Attorney said* He said 
that he decided only Wednes- 
day morning to hold oft Feme's 
arrest another week.

long*” ramson said. lie re- 
fused to spell out the charges 
that might have been lodged 
against the pilot, 

Ferrie told me be felt con- 
vinced there was no plot to kill 
the President, that Lee Harvey 
Oswald was a “loner.” 

A loner himself, Ferrie seem- 
ed in good spirits, not like a 
man about to kill himself, 
“Kennedy is dead/ 1 he said. 
“Let's get on with living.” 

But he also described himself 
as moody, even, at one point as 
I recall it, given to manic-de- 
pressive moods. 

A brown bottle of medicine, 



tablets apparently, was stand- 
ing on the worn-down piano, in 
his living room when I left*. Gar- 
rison said 14 other bottles were 
found scattered around the 
house. Ferrie was reportedly j 

suffering from emphysema,?" 

It was Ferric who forced Gar- 
rison to acknowledge Sdlurday 
that he was conducting full- 
scale. investigation of wha£jpar* 
risen called a conspiracy* re- 
sulting in the Kennedy, assassi- 
nation.

FIRED AS PILOT ■ £># 

An explosion several years - / 
ago cost him his hair, and eye- v - 
brows. He wore a shaggy toupee 
and mascara eyebrows. v ? 

Police records showed he was 
fired as an airline pilot after 
being arrested in Jefferson 
parish (county ) t which . ampins 
New Orleans, on a morals 
charge. The' case never went'to 
trial, 

Garrison said his investiga- 
tion ha*s unearthed evidende not 
available to the Warren Com- 
mission. He would not elabor- 
ate* 

Feme, a native of Cleveland, 

0., has lived in New Orleans the 
last 15 years; 

He had been summoned by 
Garrison's men last November 
on broadly the same grounds 
for which he bad been picked 
up within, 72 hours after' Mr* 
Kennedy's assassination.' 

HELD AS FUGITIVE 

At that time he had ‘been 
arrested as a “fugitive from 
Texas” and questioned about re- 
ports that he might have been

“There wasn’t even any 
barge against me in Texas to 
ee from,” he said. 

HDNT GO TO DALLAS 
Ferrie said he did leave for 
'exas with several acquaint- 
inces after leaving the court- 
souse — to Galveston and Hous- 



ton “hunting geese 1 ’— but thati 
!hc never set foot in Dallas* 

; Ferrie said he never knew 
Oswald and had no recollection 
of ever having met him* Oswald 
was rumored to have served in 
Ferrie' s Civil Air Patrol unit in 
New Orleans, but Ferrie said 
they were in different units. 

Ferrie was also rumored to 
have flown Oswald to Cuba 
around 1959. He scoffed at the 
report* 

‘Tve never even been to 
Cuba,” he said, “At the time L 
was supposed to be flying Os- 
wald to Cuba, I understand he 
was In the Marine Corps.” j 
DATA ON ASSASSINATION 

Ferrie said he considered] 
“this preoccupation” with the] 
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Kennedy assassination "ghou- 
lish.” But his rooms showed that 
it occupied him day and night. 

Copies of magazine articles on 
the President's death, books at- 
tacking the Warren Commission^ 
even his own mathematical cal- 
culations of the path of the 
assassin's bullets, cluttered the 
!loo r. 

On Tuesday, he said, he had 
been at the public library read- 
ing the Warren report. 

He had also been conducting 
his own investigation to counter 
Garrison's. 

i On Monday, he turned up at 
a restaurant near Canal street 
to talk to Carlos Bringuier, a 
Cuban exile who had scuffled 
with Oswald three years ago on 
a New Orleans street corner 
over Oswald’s distribution of 
leaflets of the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee. 

Bringuier, who insists that the 
assassination was a pro-Castro 
conspiracy, recalled Feme’s 
visit with distaste. 

“He asked me if I could help 
I him,” Bringuier said. "He told 
! me that anyone who thinks there! 

! could be a Communist pkf| 
behind the Kennedy assassina-: 
tion should go to a psychiatrist. 
That’s the first time anybody 
ever sent me to a psychiatrist.” 
TELLS OF QUESTIONS 
Pulling out a paper napkin as 
be was sitting in his restaurant, 
the Casa Cuba, Bringuier read 
t>ff the questions Ferris had. 
asked of him: 

—Any American® or any 
Cubans that Oswald had any 
association with in New Or* 
leans, 

there Is a conspiracy, 
when it started, the dates,” 

Bringuier, who went on the 
speaking circuit after the assas- 
sination with the right wing 
organization Christian Crusade, 
shrugged. 

“■There, was a plot,” he in- 
sisted, adding that he disagreed 
with Garrison's declaration ear- 
lier in the week that a foreign 
power was not involved- 
JUST CURIOUS 

In his apartment shortly be- 
fore he died. Ferric explained 
his own investigation by saying, 
"fro just curious.” He said he 
did not trust the courts or Gar- 
rison's investigation. 

In the interview, Feme gave 
his assent to the quotation of 
only a few of his remarks, on 
the grounds that it might cause 
him problems. Hrs death seems 
to remove, the restriction. 

Ferric said he was especially 
worried that what he was saying 
might trigger a “premature 
arrest by Garrison's men.” The 
District Attorney "knows he’s 
got a tiger by the tail,” Ferric 



sam, ret erring to mmseit. 

Ferric said he was fluent In 
several languages and trained 
in psychology and medicine. He 
showed the assimilation of many 
of the 3000 books he had scat* 
tered through his rooms. 

At the press conference after 
Feme's death, Garrison ex- 
pressed his regret and suggest- 
ed that the press may have 
driven Feme to take his own 
life. 

Garrison said that his men 
had been keeping "a continuous 
stakeout” around Feme's apart- 
ment at 3330 Louisiana^ park^ 
way 'Tor a long period,” M 
TURNS OUT LIGHTS w 

In response to questions. Gar- 
rison tdd reporters that the 
stakeout was not a round-the- 
clock surveillance, however. He 
said his men waited until “ap- 
proximately II last night when 
he turned. out all the lights,” 

“We saw signs of extreme ner- 
vousness, endless pacing of the 
floor, comments to Individuals 
in the last week or two relative 
to killing himself /* Garrison 
said. 

Ferried body was found by a 
man police refused to identify. 
Garrison said the indlviduaj had 
| to break into the house to make 
the discovery. 



The District Attorney also 
vowed full speed ahead with his 
investigation of the Kennedy as- 
sassination, He said he bad no 
intention of calling in the FBI, 

Garrison professed unhappi- 
ness with what he said was the 
“secret” classification stamped 
on pages in the Warren Com- 
mission volumes referring to 
Ferrie. 

He said the FBI had stamped 
them secret and implied that 
J t Edgar Hoover's men had 
been less than cooperative in 
other areas of the investigation 
as well* 

Ferric had a different story. 
LOST STATEMENT 

He said that when he was 
summoned for questioning last 
fall. Garrison's men wanted him 
to track over the ground he had 
covered with them in 1963, on 
the ground that the District At- 
torney's Office had lost its copy 
of his initial statement. 

(At the press conference, Gar- 
rison complained specifically 
that the FBI never gave his of- 
fice a copy of Feme's 1963 
statement) 

Feme said that when they 
told him what they wanted he 
responded that he would get a 
fresh copy of the statement for 



them from the FBI himself. 
JACK MARTEN'S STUFF ! 

'They said, f no, don't do 
that/ ” Feme said. ”1 said I 
would. They said, 'Don’t say we 
sent you/ ” \ 

Ferrie said that when he went 
to the FBI they immediately 
downgraded the request with 
the observation, “ r Oh, that’s 
Jack Martin's stuff/ ” 

Martin, a courthouse hanger* 
on and apparently a self-ap- 
pointed private investigator in 
New Orleans, was the man Fer- 
Rie blamed for getting the initial 
Report which resulted in his 
i being picked up in 1963. Ferrie 



also blamed Martin, whose, 
whereabouts are unknown, . for j 
'triggering the Garrison investi-i 
g a tion. ■ 

I Ferrie, who had in the pastj 
Ibeen arrested on morals charges j 
| involving young boys, said he 1 
!did have until recently his own 
| doubts that Oswald was the only 
assassin. He referred to the 
“myriad of paperbacks” that 
came out last fall, around the 
time that Garrison began his in- 
vestigation. 

AUTOPSY REPORT 
Ferrie said he was especially 
disturbed by the controversy 
over the autopsy report, suggest- 
ing that there must have been 
more than one rifle aimed at 
President Kennedy , on the pa- 
rade route. 

i In an odd sideline develop- 
ment, authorities in Pensacola, 
Fla., were asked Wednesday to 
exhum# the body of Thomas H, 
Kill am— who was married to a 
stripper in Jack Ruby’s night- 
club, and who also worked as a 
house painter with 'a man who 
once lived in the same boarding 
house with Oswald, 

Earl Killam, the dead man's 
brother, said he wanted a spe- 
cial examination made to de- 
termine the exact cause of 
death, 

PROBABLE SUICIDE 
Thom a s Killa m ^ w a s found 
dead amid shattered window 
glass on a downtown Pensacola 
street March IT, 1964, Police 
listed it as probable suicide, the 
Pensacola News-Journal said, 
Earl Killam said his brothei 
told him that "agents” am 
“plotters” visited him repeat 
edly after the assassination 
when he was living in Dalla. 
while his wife worked at Ruby', 
nightclub. 

Ruby, who died of cancer re 
cently, killed Oswald in a shoot 
mg before television cameras it 
Dallas.
